The application has been amended as follows: 

1 . In claim 29, line 6, delete "fineness" and insert therein -finesse-. 

All claims pending thus being allowable, prosecution on the merits is closed in 
this application. A statement of the examiner's reasons for allowance is provided in the 
paragraphs, which follow below. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-17, 19, 20 and 22-30 are allowed. 

The instant application is deemed to be directed to a nonobvious improvement 
over the invention of Koulikov et al (U.S. 6,792,010 B2), as being a representative 
example in the art to which the instant invention pertains, in particular, the primary 
reason for allowance is directed to said external cavity tunable laser comprising a 
combination of an Acousto-optical frequency-tuning device including a first and second 
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Acousto-optical diffraction means and an etalon to increase a side-mode suppression 
ratio of said laser (Claim 1, lines 3-4 & 6-8), or a combination of an Acousto-optical 
frequency-tuning device and a reflection means for generating an optical beam with 
zero-wavelength shift and at least twice filtered by said Acousto-optical cell and an 
etalon having a finesse greater than or equal to 10 (Claim 19, lines 2-3, 5-6 and 12), or 
said eternal cavity tunable laser, and method of tuning, comprising a combination of a 
frequency-tuning device configured as a non-collinear Acousto-optical cell having an 
acoustic wave propagates almost perpendicular to an optical transmission therethrough 
and an etalon (Claim 28, lines 3-7 & Claim 29, lines 2-6), which in the examiner's 
opinion, would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill In the art. 

The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest the limitations of applicant's independent claims, in such a manner that a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be proper. The claimed Invention is 
therefore considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel and nonobvious 
over prior art.
